The Vulcan Memorial Swimming Pool, operated 
by the Vulcan Lions Club as a community service, 
shows a sizeable deficit every year.

The Vulcan Club and, to our 
knowledge, every Lions Club in the county, enjoys a 
high measure of public confidence and respect. These 
clubs are good for the communities they serve. We 
wish them continued success in their field of 
community service.
